The 25th extraordinary ses- 
sion of the Diet will. be. formal- 
ly opened Thursday in the pres- 
ence of the Emperor, one day 
behind schedule due to the de- 
laying tactics of the Socialists. 

Policy speeches by Prime Min- 
ister Hatoyama and Foreign 
Minister Shigemitsu, originally 


scheduled to be made immedi- e: 


ately after the opening cere- 
monies, have been further post- 
poned until Friday. 


Accordingly, the Government | ; 


canceled the extraordinary 
Cabinet meeting scheduled in 
the morning to approve the 
draft texts of the speeches of 
Hatoyama and Shigemitsu. 


The Socialists are enraged 
by the Government intention to 
skip committee debate of a re- 
solution for extension of the 
Strike Control Law and present 
it directly to the plenary session 
to balk the filibustering tactics 
of the opposition. 

The Socialists at Wednesday's 
meeting of the party executives 
decided to prevent the policy 
speeches unless the Government 
changes its decision to present 
the resolution directly to the 
plenary session without com- 
mittee debate contrary to parlia- 
mentary practices. 

For this purpose the Socialists 
decided to present nonconfi- 
dence motions against every 
Cabinet member before the 
policy specches in order to dis- 
rupt the proceedings. 


Earlier, the Socialists had 
opposed a proposal to hold the 
opening ceremonies Thursday. 
However, they finally gave in 
after Hatoyama __ reluctantly 
complied with the Socialists’ de- 
mand that he attend Wednes- 
day’s meeting of the Lower 
House Steering Committee. 


In reply to a question from 
a Socialist Diet member Hatoya- 
ma told the Steering committee, 
however, that the Government 
had not given up its intention 
to present the resolution for ex- 
tension of the Strike Control 
Law directly to the plenary ses- 
sion. | 

The Committee finally decid- 
ed that the policy speeches will 
not be made Thursday, 


However, the disagreement 
between the Government party 
and the Socialists over the 
Strike Control Law resolution 
remained unsettled. 


The Socialists have been 
threatening that the delibera- 
tions on the Japan-Soviet joint 
declaration and other related 
matters would be delayed and 
might not be ap»roved at. the 
current Diet session unless the 
Government changes its attitude 
toward the Strike Control Law. 


Meanwhile, the 190,000-strong 
Japan Coal Miners’ Union Wed- 
nesday afternoon held an em- 
ergency struggle tactics .confe- 
rence at its headquarters in 
Kanda and instructed all its af- 
filiated unions to stage a one 
hour 50 minutes strike Mondav 
in opposition to the extension 
of the Strike Control Law.

8. Freight insurance, trans-

Adolf Schaerf, Vice-Chancel- 
lor of Austria, Wednesday toid 
a press conference in Tokyo 
that the Social Democrats of 
the Free world can help the 
suffering Hungarian people by 
extending moral support and 
medical aid “but not more than 
that”. 


Schaerf, visiting here as a 
guest of the Japanese Govern- 
ment, said his country has 
already given political asylum 
to 20,000 Hungarian refugees 
and sent clothing and food to 
the war-torn country. 


Schaerf arrived in Tokyo 
Nov. 12 for a 10-day stay after 
having attended the _ second 
Asian Socialist Conference at 
Bombay, which ended Satur- 
day. 

Addressing a press conference 
at the Foreign Office, the Aust- 
rian statesman expressed the be- 
lief that the turmo!] in Hungary 
would “not basically” change 
the satellite country’s relation- 
ship with the Soviet Union. 


He said the Socia] Democra- 
tic camp of the Free world 
would not benefit from the 
Hungarian incident as the at- 
tempt of Hungarian Social De- 
mocrats to take over the govern- 
ment had been crushed by Rus- 
siar. military forces. . 


Stressing the neutrality of his 
country, the Austrian visitor 
said it has maintained and will 
continue to maintain normal re- 
lations with its neighbor, Hun- 
gary. There is no trouble be-

tween the two nations, he said. 

Schaerf also pointed out a si- 
milarity between his country 
and Japan in that both had mod- 
ernized their industrial equip- 
ment and other machinery since 
the end of World War II. 

He expressed astonishment at 
the “new and excellent” equip- 
ment of the Japanese industry, 
which he said could “well” com- 
pare with latest European ma- 
chinery, 

In reply to a question on the 
resolutions of the Asian Social- 
ist Conference calling for, 
among other things, the aboli- 
tion of foreign military bases 
everywhere, Schaerf said that 
European Socialists were “sup- 
posed to share the opinion of 
the Asian Socialists.” 


When asked about the invo- 
cation by Austria of the so-called 
GATT escape clause against 
Japanese goods, Austrian Minis- 
ter to Japan Dr. Franz Helmut 
Leitner, who also attended the 
press conference, emphasized 
that no discrimination was in- 
tended against imports from 
Japan. His country was only 
afraid like any other nation, he 
added, that some segments of 
its industry, especially textile, 
might be hurt by the sudden 
influx of foreign commodities. 

The Austrian statesman is ex- 
pected to attend the meetings 
of the Japan Socialist Party to 
be held in Tokyo Nov. 17 and 
15, and at Osaka Nov. 19 in his 
private capacity as chairman of 
Austria’s Socialist Party.

On Soviet 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (INS) 
—Top administration experts 
are sharply split over the dan- 
ger of the Russian threat in the 
Middle East. 

The government rift has even 
divided the State Department 
into two camps. 

One group—made up chiefly 
of diplomatic and military ex- 
perts concerned with the Mid- 
dle East—is convinced - that 
Moscow is bluffing with its 
threats of intervention with 
“volunteers” in the embattled 
area. 

The other group—military cf- 
ficials and experts on Soviet 
affairs—fears that the Kremlin 
is deadly serious. 

The second group cites the 
movements of Soviet military 
units from Russia’s interior to- 
ward the borders of eastern 
Europe and the Middle East, 

The other experts, support- 
ing the “bluff” theory, argue 
that the Soviets are barking 


loudly to cover up their own 


troubles in Hungary and Po- 
land. 

While admitting that the So- 
viets have been massing troops 
in eastern Europe and along the 
borders of some Middle East 
countries, they also point out 
that stories of Soviet bombers 
and jet fighters plus technicians,

moving into Syria in large num- 
bers have not heen confirmed. 


They hold to the theory that 
the reports of Russians moving 
into Syria were planted by Is- 
raeli or French sources [to 
“cover up” their own nations’ 
military intervention in Egypt. 


Actually, State Department 
officials were displeased last 
week when the Defense Depart- 
ment told some newsmen that 
the Soviets had shipped few 
jet fighters into Syria. Only on 
the urging of the State Depart- 
ment officials did the Defense 
Department tone down its re- 
ports about these moves. 


The “bluff” group argues that 
the Soviets still hope to follow 
a policy of co-existence. The 
other officials are convinced 
Moscow has turned back to al- 
most pure Stalinist techniques. 

The conference rooms where 
administration advisers confer 
on the Russian menace echo 
daily to both arguments. 


The group which claims -Mos- 
cow is bluffing said events in 
Poland in the next few days 
will prove they are right. They 
expect Moscow to demonstrate 
it still believes in co-existence. 

They also are fully confident 
that no Communist volunteers 
will move into Egypt or Syria.

Soviet Troops ‘Must’ Go 


BUDAPEST, Nov. 14 (Kyodo- 
UP)—Hungarian intellectuals 
and workers Wednesday de- 
manded the withdrawal of So- 
viet troops from Hungary as the 
price for ending the general 
strike that has paralyzed the 
country. 


Workers in the _ industrial 
suburb of Budapest, which sur- 
rendered only Tuesday after 
hopeless fighting, met Wednes- 
day and pledged themselves to 
continue resistance and to con- 
tinue the general strike until 
their demands are met. , 


Tuesday night writers joined 
in a proclamation that Soviet 
withdrawal was “the absolute 
prereauisite for internal peace.” 


The intellectuals said the Imre 
Nagy Government, overthrown 
by the Soviet Government Nov. 
4, “is the only legal Govegnment 
of Hungary.” 

They pledged themselves to 
support the puppet regime of 
Janos Kadar neither with pen 
nor with work. 

Meanwhile, workers at the big 
industrial complex on Csepel 
Island, on the southern outskirts 
of Budapest, defied a ring of 
Soviet armor and continued to 
send out appeals for the nation 
to back the strike. 

Fighting at the island came 
to a halt with Hungarian work- 
ers and Soviet troops facing 
each other over open gunsights. 

Some shops were open Wed- 
nesday, with people queueing 
up outside waiting to buy be- 
fore infiation sets in. 

Public transport did not func- 
tion and hundreds of thousands 
of people walked aimlessly in 
the streets. Tuesday, when a 
few renegade employes of the 
street car system tried to start 
service again, several street 
cars were overturned by en- 
raged workers. 

Negotiations between a top- 
level Soviet delegation and the 
Kadar Government were set to 
be continued but no information 
was available as to who the So- 
viets were or what they were 
attempting to accomplish.

Soviets Send

To Siberia 

VIENNA, Nov. 14 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Hungarian Communists ad- 
mitted Wednesday that the Rus-. 
sians are deporting captured 
freedom fighters to the Soviet 
Union, 

Communist-controlled Buda- 
pest Radio announced that 
railroad workers had seen train- 
loads of prisoners moving east- 
ward and had immediately gone 
on strike in protest. 

The radio added that factory 
workers who had gone back to 
their jobs also joined the pro- 
test walkout. 

This was the first direct con- 
firmation from the Communists 
themselves that the Russians 
are shipping off their prisoners 
—presumably to Siberian slave 
labor camps. 


500 Patriots Saved 

VIENNA, Nov. 14 (Kyodo 
UP)—Hungarian farmers have 
Liberated more than 500 free- 
dom fighters from a_ Siberia 
bound train northeast of Buda- 
pest by blowing up a railroad 
bridge, reliable sources said 
here Wednesday. 

The source, quoting reports 
received from Budapest, said 
the resistance fighters were 
freed shortly before the train 
crossed into Russia Tuesday 
afternoon. 

It said hundreds of notes 
from deported freedom fighters 
thrown out of trains were 
received by their parents and 
relatives in Budapest. 

The hastily written notes 
were found by farmers in rail 
road stations and along railroad 
lines leading to the east. 


4 Colombo Powers 
Oppose Volunteers 


NEW DELHI, Nov. 14 (INS) 
—The Premiers of the Colombo 
Powers were understood Tues- 
day night to have agreed that 
the introduction of any “volun- 
teers” into the Middle East 
would “gravely jeopardize en- 
during peace” in that region. 

Russia has threatened to send 
“volunteers” to aid Egypt 
against Britain, France and Is- 
rael, and the Egyptian Ambas- 
sador in Moscow claimed Mon- 
day that 50,000 Soviet civilian 
reservists had offered their ser- 
vices. 

Premiers of India, Burma, 
Ceylon and Indonesia are meet 
ing in Delhi to review the 
world situation. Pakistan, fifth 
of the Colombo alliance, is not 
represented at the talks.

VIENNA, Nov. 14 (Kyodo- 
UP)—Russia has concentrat- 
ed 14 new divisions along the> ~ 
Polish-Soviet border, Western 
diplomatic sourees said here 
Wednesday. 

The sources said the new 
Russian forces are under the 
command of ousted Polish 
Defense Minister Marshal 
Konstantin Rokossovsky. 


WARSAW, Nov. 14 
(INS)—Poland’s Commu- 
nist rulers left Wednesday 
for talks -with Kremlin 
leaders following a major 
shakeup that strengthened 
their grip on the Govern- 
ment. 


The delegation was led by 
Polish Communist Party leader 
Wladyslaw Gomulka, who re- 
turned to power last month after 
demonstrators demanded greater 
internal freedom. 

Tuesday the Polish Parlia~ 
ment unanimously approved 
top Government changes headed 
by the formal ouster of Soviet 
Marshal Konstantin K. Rokos- 
sovsky .from the post of De 
fense Minister and Deputy Pre- 
mier. 

Reports reaching London and 
Paris indicated there may be a 
clash between Gomulka and So- 
viet Communist Party First 
Secretary Nikita S. Khrushchev 
during the Moscow sessions. 

Khrushchev reportedly had 
tried to keep Rokossovsky in of- 
fice when he met with Gomulka 
in Warsaw Oct, 19, 


Liberal Gov't Takes Over 

WARSAW, Nov. 14 (Kyodo- 
UP)—A mew and more liberal 
Government assumed power 
Wednesday in an apparent in- 
dication that Polish leaders do 
not feel the Russians will make 
Poland into another Hungary. 

Most of the stern “Stalinists” 
of the former regime were 
missing from the Cabinet of 
Premier Josef Cyrankiewicz. 
Soviet-trained Marshal Kons- 
tantin Rokossovsky, the un- 
popular Defense Minister, lost 
that post and also gave up his 
job as Vice-Premier. 

The changes were announced 
Tuesday night in the Sejm (Par- 
liament) as Titoist Communist 
Party leader Wladyslaw ‘Gomul- 
ka prepared fo> a trip to Mos- 
cow and talks with the Soviet 
leaders. 

Rokossovsky resigned in favor 
of Gen. Marian Spychalski, a 
friend of Gomulka. Both Spy- 
chalski and GomulKa were once 
disgraced for “Titoism”-and only 
recently rehabilitated. 

Informed circles said Gomul- 
ka and Cyrankiewicz “would 
leave for Moscow Thursday or 
within the next few days. They 
were expected to ask about Rus- 
sian intentions toward Poland. 

The Poles have shown more 
sympathy with the Hungarians 
than have any other East Euro- 
pean countries, but Gomulka 
and other Communist leaders 
have tried to restrain public 
feeling to prevent a repetition 
here of the Soviet move in Hun- 
gary. 

The departure of Rokossovsky 
followed release of other Soviet 
Officers from key positions in 
the Polish army several days 
ago. 

The Polish army newspaper 
said Russian officers were leav- 
ing in large numbers. 

Rokossovsky’s future was un- 
known. He might live perma- 
nently in Russia, but he is a 
Pole and has his family here. 
He is far from popular, and re- 
moving him from the Commu- 
nist Politburo was one of Go- 
mulka’s first jobs. 

The reshuffle included the re- 
signations of a number of min- 
isters who could not approve of 
Gomulka’s policy and who are 
accused of having followed the 
pro-Moscow line too closely. 

One of the biggest changes 
was the naming of Wladyslaw 
Bienkowski as Education Min- 
ister. He is reported to have 
called for a slowdown in Marx- 
ist training of students and pro- 
fessors. Some persons believe 
he is likely to reintrodyce reli- 
gious education into the schools.

He and the Cardinal were res- 
cued by freedom fighters before 
massive Soviet armor crushed 
the Hungarian insurgents. 


Fr. Ispanky said that the 
words “realistic defepse” in So- 
viet parlance mean either a 
virtual plea of guilty or a plea 
that cannot in any way embar- 
rass the regime. 

He said; 

“Our treatment varied from 
unadulterated brutality to the 
administration of drugs to some, 
both by the needle and in 
powder form. 

“In the Cardinal’s case it was 
electric shock treatment pri- 
marily, as far as I know. 

“When we came face to face 
in court, he was not even able 
to recognize me. But others 
such as .f2rno Totosi, whose food 
was dusted with some drug, 
nearly went mad after the or- 
deal.” 

Fr. Ispanky said the guards 
occasionally and “subtly 
brought tantilizing food into the 
next cell, telling us there are 
two ways Of getting such food— 
either have it the night before 
an execution or turn traitor. 

“Other examples of this type 
of sadistic cruelty which we 
were exposed to included a 
game of the secret police chief,

the charges. 

“He minced no words and 
made it clear that our fate was 
a foregone conclusion. He de- 
clared he had two sets of 
charge sheets already drawn 
up one to be used in the event 
we prepared to plead guilty 
with a ‘realistic’ defense, and 
the other if we insisted on 
making a defense. 

“The alternative was trial by 
military tribunal. He told us, 
‘we will try you in secret and 
hang you before anyone finds 
out.’ 

“They did make an attempt 
to permit a gesture that we 
could appoint counsel to defend 
us, but any suggestion for re- 
putable legal representation 
resulted in abuse, coercion and 
threats.”

Sonic Test Starts |Diver Regaining Movement 


On Sardine Shoals 


A sonic test to find out how 
the booming of big guns affects 
shoals of sardines was launched 
Wednesday morning at Miura 
City, Kanagawa Prefecture, 
southwest of Tokyo. 

The test involved the setting 
off of simulated gun explosions 
over a fish pond. 

It was undertaken by a group 
of professors and scientists of 
Tokyo University and the Chiba 
prefectural fishery experiment 
Station to give a scientific back- 
ing to a preceding sea survey 
off Kujukuri beach, Chiba, 
Prefecture. 

The test is part of a survey 
conducted since last May fol- 
lowing bitter complaints by 
local fishermen that sardine 
shoals were being frightened 
away from the coast by the U.S. 
Security Forces’ practice firing. 

At the Tokyo University beach 
experiment station at Abura- 
tsubo, Miura City, where the 
new experiment was opened, a 
10-feet observation tower and a 
concrete battery for tne explo- 
sion of gunpowder had been 
erected around a fish pond con- 
taining some 2,000 sardines. 

Twenty explosions were set 
off and other minor sounds 
created. The movements of the 
fish were followed with the aid 
of cameras and underwater 
microphones. 

Kujukuri fishermen watched 
the test. Full results of the 
three-day test will become avail- 
able in about two weeks.

She told police she had left 
the house at about 1 p.m. and 
the old woman was alone in the 
house when the tragedy occur- 
red. 

Police believe that the old 
woman was killed by a burgiar 
who broke into the house and 
they are looking for the murder- 
er who has probably been 
splashed with her blood. 

The dead woman was also a 
painter, and began painting just 
before she became 80. Three 
of her paintings were accepted 
for exhibition in 1951 by the 
Japan Fine Arts Institute.

In Decompression Chamber

NAGASAKI, Nov, 14—A Japa- 
nese diver was regaining move- 
ment of his semiparalyzed body 
in the decompression chamber 
of a speeding U.S. naval mercy 
ship after suffering one of the 
worst cases of bends in the 
memory of diving experts. 

The U.S, auxiliary submarine 
rescue ship Coucal, under orders 
to go to the naval base of Sase- 
bo, left- Nagasaki Wednesday 
morning with diver Yoshio 
Oyama, 37, in its decompression 
chamber and two Japanese doc- 
tors in attendance, 


People of this atom-bombed 
city, their hearts stirred by the 
U.S. Navy’s goodwill gesture, 
gave the ship a warm sendoff 
from the piers and hills ringing 
the elongated, narrow bay, 


The Coucal arrived here Tues- 
day night from Yokosuka, after 
U.S. naval authorities learned 
of Oyama’s plight, and the 
stricken diver was immediately 
placed in its chamber under 
pressure equivalent to 160 feet. 

After nine days of alternate 
lowering into the waters of Na- 
gasaki Bay where he was first 
stricken Monday last week, and 
then being raised when he be- 
came too cold, Oyama, a veteran 
of 20 years’ experience, was 
weak, dizzy and partially para- 
lyzed, 

Lt. Cmdr. J. H. Peirano, com- 
mander of the rescue ship, called 
it “the worst case of the bends 
I have seen.”

Flying Saucers 


“Sora Tobu Emban Kyofu no 
Shugeki” (Flying Saucers From 
Outer Space), now playing at 
the Shinjuku Showa-kan and 
other Shintoho theaters, is easi- 
ly one of the worst films of the 
year and has nothing to recom- 
mend it except that it is the lat- 
est effort in Japanese science- 
fiction and that it offers some 
parallels and comparisons with 
the American genre. 


The saucers Grrive spreading 
consternation. They burn the 
major cities of the world and 
then explode the Tokyo Diet as 
a token of what awaits Japan. 
They have not reckoned with 
Japan’s leading atomic scien- 
tist, however, who deep in an 
undersea workshop has con- 
structed an atom-driven space- 
ship which, in due time, repulses 
the saucers and saves the world. 

Japanese science-fiction, like 
American science-fiction some 
years back, sees the scientist as 
cominant, but while more and 
more American stories, books 
and films are now casting doubt 
on science’s ability to cope with 
the various monsters of its own 
creation, Japan (in “Gojilla,” 
“Warning From Outer Space,” 
the unreleased “Rodan” and now 
this Shintoho film) continues to 
insist upon the supremacy of 
technological know-how. 


They also repeat a pattern 
peculiar to science-fiction of the 
early “Amazing Stories” era and 
extending back to Monk Lewis 
and the Gothic novel: The super- 
scientist must die while trying 
to save something, usually lov- 
ed ones. So, in “Gojilla” we 
have our scientist lost in a wa- 
tery grave and in this new film 
he falls mortally wounded by a 
man.dressed in a neon-lit suit 
with cardboard claws. 


Coupled with these, however, 
is the fairly new trend that in 
most of them Japan saves the 
world. In “Warning From 
Outer Space,” the peaceful in- 
vaders came to Japan as the 
one country which would logic- 
ally know most dbout peace and 
now, in this film, it is Japan 
who is first to take up arms 
against the saucers and thus de- 
stroy their threat. 


"f it is true that in fantasy 
films Of this sort a kind of na- 
tional conscience comes into 
view, that in American science- 
fiction films the new insistence 
upon the fallibility of science as 
an end in itself (“Forbidden 
Planet,” “The Conquest of 
Space,” “The War of the 
Worlds,”) is indicative of the 
“new humanism” of America,

Right from the beginning it 
is obvious that Taylor is a bad 
man’s bad man. He is so mean 
and downright cussed that 
Grainger’s long-suffering fore- 
bearance seems all but divine 
and whether you like the film 
or not you can amuse yourself 
by thinking horrible ways for 
him to die—though it is doubtful 
whether you can improve on 
that which the film. finally 
chooses. 

The best thing about the film 
is the fact that it was shot in 
Custer National Park and in 
South Dakota during the 1999 
thinning of the herd, so there is 
gorgeous scenery, lots of buffaio 
on the rampage and horribly 
effective scenes of them dying 
in droves. 

Richard+ Brooks who both 
wrote the scfeenplay and direct- 
ed was apparently given a rela- 
tively free hand with the film 
and it emerges all of one piece, 
with a definite style of its own. 
This is sometimes a mixed bles- 
sing. Lloyd Nolan gives a 
memorably restrained perform- 
ance but brown-eyed Debra is, 
as usual, forced to wear blue 
contact-lenses of all west-coast 
Indian maids and consequently 
spends most of her time, blind 
as a bat, stumbling around the 
set and getting in the way. 

If the film is weak on cnarac- 
ter, however, it is strong on 
visuals. The atmosphere of ru- 
ral life in the 19th-century, 
muddy streets and brutality in 
the wide open spaces is adm 
ably captured and only the fact 
that the central idea. perhaps 
wasn’t worth making a film 
about in the first place keeps the 
picture from being particularly 
memorable. 


then Japan’s fantasy role of 
mender of differences, settler of 
quarrels, bringer of peace and 
savior of the world seems most 
indicative.

As is usual in the Azuma 
Odori programs, some of the 
numbers have a running thread 
of romantic story running 
through them, but even then, 
the story itself turns out to be 
of minor importance, for about 
every other scene features a 
group dance, with the “impor- 
tant” characters mingling with 
the crowd in one way or an- 
other, as is the case in for in- 
stance “Shintoku Soshi.” In 
this number, the plot involves 
Shintoku, an extremely hand- 
some youth connected with one 
of the early traveling theater 
troupes, the Dengaku. He comes * 
to be loved for his beauty by — 
Princess Kagehime. But a rival 
troupe causes Shintoku’s injury » 
during one of his performances, | 
and Kagehime loses her mind 
from the shock of the moment. 


In the course of the telling of 
this simple tale, many colorful 
danees are introduced, includ- 
ing .some copied after various 
traditional folk dances, as well . 
as some attempts at showing 
the old Dengaku dances which 
were so popular centuries ago, 
but which survive now only in 
part, and only in a few scatter- 
ed localities, just barely sug- 
gesting their past glory. 

The afternoon program also 
offers “Fukagawa Hakkei” 
which depicts the “Old Yedo” 
with the Fukagawa lumber dis- 
trict by the river serving as 
background for a group of 
colorful dances by characters 
reminiscent of old woodcut

The council denied North 
Carolina State “the privilege of 
being represented on any NCAA 
committee and the right to vote 
on any question before the as- 
sociation.” 


North 
Carolina State offered a seven- 
year medical education to a 
friend of a prospective basket- 
ball player and a five-year 
“unrestricted” scholarship in 
violation of Atlantic Coast Con- 
ference regulations. However, 
such a scholarship as the player 
received is permitted by the 
NCAA, 


A staff member and a friend 
of the college offered $80 to the 
player for transportation from 
his home to the college, in viola- 
tion of both the NCAA and 
Atlantic Coast regulations.

Giles Upholds Brooklyn ° 
Despite Losses in Japan 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 14 


President Warren Giles said 
Tuesday losses by the Brooklyn 
Dodgers on a postseason tour of 
Japan do not mean the team is 
weakening or lacked the will to 
win. 


Giles said Japanesé ball play- 
ers are improving steadily and 
eventually may give strong com- 
petition to the best American 
teams. 


He said many of the Japanese 
players are as good as the top 
minor leaguers in the United 
States. 


Giles, who just returned from 
Japan, said he found the people 
“as baseball minded.as those of 
the United States.” 


He said boys there start to 
play as soon as they can swing 
a bat. 

“I visited five different Japa- 
nese cities with the Dodgers,” 
he said, “and in each I saw 
youngsters engaged in only two 
forms of recreation — baseball 
and swinging on swings.” 


Last year the New York 
Yankees went on a similar tour 
and won all of their games ex- 
cept one which ended in a 1-l 
tie. 


- “The Dodgers did not fare 
that well, tieing one game and 
lcsing a few before I left Japan 
Nov. 6,” Giles said, “but persons 
who were in a position to judge 
the ability of the ball players 
agreed the Japanese players had 
improved their ability quite a 
bit in the intervening year.” 

Giles said he was “impressed 
by three ways in which the Ja- 
panese players performed.” 

“Their pitchers had good con- 
trol, their batters seldom swung 
at bad balls and all fielded well,” 
he said. 


“They are not exactly ‘good 
field, no hit’ ball players but 
few of them have the power 
at bat of American players,” 
Giles said. “As a consequence 
the Japanese spectators cheered 
loudly for home runs, hit by 
the Dodgers or their op. 
ponents.” 

The National League Presi- 
dent said he knew of no plans 
for any Major League club to 
go to Japan next year but if 
one does, he thought it would 
be from the American League. 

“Even though we encounter- 
ed considerable rain and 
threatening weather,” Giles 
said, “capacity crowds were the 
rule and I’m reasonably sure 
the Japanese people would like 
to see their picked teams pit- 
ted against a Major League 
club each fall,”

One of Japan’s star hitter and 
Outfielders said Tuesday “The 
New York Yankees showed more 
hustle” in Japan last year than 
the Brooklyn Dodgers on their 
present tour. 

“The Yankees would always 
try for an extra base on a hit, 
while some Dodger runners stop 
dead,” added 24-year-old Kazu- 
hiro Yamauchi, frequently men- 
tioned by Brooklyn officials as 
one of the few Japanese with a 
“Major League outfielder’s arm.” 

Yamauchi, who racked up a 
313 average in 13 games against 
Brooklyn, also credited Yankee 
batters with “better aim” than 
the Dodgers. 

He declared in an interview, 
“The Dodgers really had a 
change of pace. When they hit, 
they hit all together, like a 
wave, when they were cold, no- 
body could hit.”

Commented the popular daily 
sports newspaper, Hochi Shim- 
bun, “All the Dodgers are ex- 
tremeiy weak at outside corner 
lows. Takumi Otomo of the 
(Tokyo) Giants exposed it and 
since then, Japanese players 
have won two more games aim- 
ing at the outside, low corner 
. . - Of course, the Dodgers still 
will win because they pack so 
much power.” 


Brooklyn finished its Japan 
tour Tuesday, winning 14 games, 
tying 1 and losing 4 against 
Japan’s top major league stars. 
It was the first time a visiting 
U.S. Major League club had 
lost more than one game to 
Japanese.

And despite hardship cases, the standard 
of living, especially in the towns, appears to have material- 
ly improved amongst almost all sections of the community. 


It must be borne in mind that in trying to estimate the 
economic situation of the rank and file of a nation, it is not 
the actual wages figure, but what can be obtained in goods 
and services by the recipient for his own use from that 


figure. that matters most. 


This point is often lost sight of 


by jabor unions in striving for higher wages. Higher wages 
obtained in uneconomic circumstances invariably lead to 
higher prices for necessaries and the worker consequently 
finds himself no better off. Temporarily fascinated by the

The heavy drain on the pocket book of the Japanese 
worker from the incidence of the income tax has long been 
a subject of complaint. It is now proposed to do something 
about this. The Provisional Taxation System Investigation 


Committee has decided upon 


a policy of acquiring new 


sources of revenue by increasing the income from indirect 
taxes, chiefly commodity taxes, to offset to some extent the 
¥100.000 million reduction in direct taxation envisaged for 


the next fiscal year. 


As a matter of principle it is not proposed to raise the 
present commodity tax rates but to tax some 20 new items, 
such’ as various high-quality electric appliances, plate glass, 
sewing machines, etc. A five per cent commodity tax may 
be newly levied on various. kinds of yarn. The proposed con- 


siderable rise in gasoline tax, 


however, will be devoted to 


the badly needed improvement of the roads and the in- 
creased revenue from this source will not help to make up 


for the decrease in direct taxes. 


Other means of raising 


revenue are under study but on the whole it may be said 
that the contemplated changes should relieve the poorer 


families, 


The problem of finding full employment for Japan’s 


superabundant population is an intricate one. 


As has been 


pointed out before facilities for providing a decent liveli- 


hocd for people on the land 


cannot keep pace with the 


growth of the rural population and a large number of 
countryfolk are constantly drifting to the towns where in- 
dustry is hard put to it to find employment for them. Some- 
thing can be done to keep people on the land by more in- 
tensive farming but opportunities are circumscribed by 


sheer want of acreage. 


The result is that there is a constant call for new in- 
dustrial enterprises and that involves the finding of new 


markets overseas or the extension of old ones. 


This is not 


easy although today there is a fresh hope that with the rais- 
ing of standards of living in the Asian countries Japan will 
find herself able to sell more and more useful goods to 


her neighbors. 


One result of the present situation is the large number 


of people engaged in what may be termed “services.” 


Al- 


though these produce nothing directly and are considerable 
consumers they constitute a factor in the accumulation of 


productive power. 


With them may be classed from some 


economic points of view the casual workers, the source of 
seasonal labor, who show, however, a much greater inci- 


dence of unemployment. 
To the small wage earner, 


his greatest enemies are un- 


employment and sickness, so that all who labor for a Wel- 
fare State will not only seek every possible means of secur- 
ing fuli employment in the nation but will try to ensure 
that the health cf the pecple shall be adequateiy maintained. 


An old saying declares that while there is life there is 
hope. But there is equal truth in the dictum that where 
there is health there is hope. Sickness not only costs money 
for treatment but the sick person cannot earn and herein lies 
the greatest tragedy of the poor. 

Japan has done something toward meeting this need 


but there is an urgent call to do much more. 


Reports on 


the incidence of such diseases as tuberculosis reveal that a 
great number of cases go untreated. Not all such cases 
perhaps are due to poverty but it is = matter the nation 


should take serious note of. 


it is only in accordance with modern thinking that an 
efficient medical service and hospital facilities should be at 
the disposal of all requiring them and, where it is a case 
of the breadwinner being sick, provision should be made 
for his dependents while he is under treatment. 


Tension in East Germany 


é 
BERLIN—The news fiately 
received in West Berlin, 


particularly from Magdebur2, 
reveal a state of affairs which 
point to an increasing social 
tension in the Soviet-occupied 
zone. This tension is mainly 
due to the fact that the 
economic plans of the zone, in 
particular with regard to ex- 
ports, could not be fulfilled in 
the first six months of 1956. 
The zonal industry, and mainiy 
the machine manufacturers, 
are in arrears with their de- 
liveries to the Soviet Union and 
the People’s Democracies as 
well as to the capitalist coun- 
tries. 

At the Karl-Marx-Werk in 
Magdeburg, as the former 
internationally known firm of: 
Scheffer and Budenberg is call- 
ed today, strong signs of unrest 
arhong its 9,000 workers were 
noticeable during the past few 


days. Its main products are 
measuring instruments and 
armatures of all types. 

In this branch of  pro- 
duction the plant holds 
almhost a monopoly in the 
Soviet-occupied zone. Its pres- 
ent production amounts. to 


2,500 units although the plant 
equipment would permit an 
output of several thousand 
units more. The plant delivers 
its products to heavy industrial 
enterprises in the  Soviet- 
occupied zone, and in addition, 
directly to its foreign 
customers. Thus the big Hun- 
garian power station Berente 
has as serious an interest in 
the Magdeburg deliveries as the 
new Polish plant for synthetic 
materials in Kattowitz. 


Obligations Unhonored 


As matters stand today, the 
Magdeburg plant is unable to 
honor its contractual obliga- 
tions with regard to deliveries 
since the supply of materials, 
mainly of prefabricated parts, 
as well as coal supplies are 
insufficient. In addition, power 
supply has been quite in- 
adequate. It is for these reasons 
that the workers are unable to 
keep up a continuous produc- 
tion. 


Additional troubles are: the 
living conditions for workers 
which have not improved in 
the past few months. On the 
contrary, in quite a number of 
cases shortages have occurred. 
Talks with Magdeburg residents 
have disclosed that sugar and 
potatoes for human consump- 
tion are wanting. The coal sup- 
ply situation is critical through- 
out the zone. Moreover, as eye- 
witnesses testify, anybody who 
has so far failed to put in a 
Sufficient stock of coal will 
have to suffer from cold this 
winter. 

Traffic conditions in Magde- 
burg, mainly with regard to 
streetcars, are extremely bad 
so that the workers and em- 
ployes will often be much be- 
hind time on their way to and 
from their work place. Finally, 
from Sept. 1 of this year, the 
work norms have been gen- 
erally raised in the _ Soviet- 
occupied zone, Without a corre- 
sponding increase of wages and 
salaries having followed. 


Doomed to Failure 

If for no other reason, the 
general call for “automation” 
raised by the zonal regime is 
doomed to failure because the 
machine equipment of most 
plants is obsolete. While almost 
all new machines produced in 
the zone are used for exports, 
the average age of the machin- 
ery at the Karl-Marx-Werk in 
Magdeburg is about 25 years. 
The “newest” machines in this 
plant ‘were installed in 1935. 

Owing to these and other 
circumstances, even the work- 
ers who are in sympathy with 
the regime are not able to 
fulfill their obligations. Nor can

The United Nations is 
now sending a police force to 
Egypt to establish peace there, 
The Soviet Union’s dispatch of 
volunteers is tantamount to a 
fight against the United Nations, 
it stressed. Also editorially, the 
paper regretted that the extra- 
ordinary Diet session has bog- 
ged down. In the paper’s view, 
the Diet should start function- 
ing in order to act on the im- 
portant Japan-Soviet Union Joint 
Declaration and other matters 
on the agenda.

Not Exceptional 
However, the Magdeburg 


situation is in no way excep- 
tidnal but must, on the con- 
trary be regarded as typical. 
At present, the entire zonal 
press is conducting a campaign 
for catching up with the pro- 
duction arrears. Special “catch- 
up plans” have been set up and 
the party is making great 
efforts to iron out the difficu:- 
ties which have arisen for the 
government with regard to its 
trade partners. 

Since the terror system of 
former years no longer exists, 
the self-confidence of the work- 
ers has increased. At the same 
time a lowering of productivity 
can be observed since in many 
cases the workers disregard 
the norms owing to the fact 
that compensation in the form 
of more food and higher wages 
for the workers have not been 
forthcoming. This development 
is still more in evidence in Po- 
land, Czechoslovakia and Hun- 
gary and may be régarded as 
the economic consequence of 
the de-Stalinization process. It 
shows up Clearly the interrela- 
tionship between political 
terror and national economic 
laws.

WASHINGTON—The day be- 
fore elections President Eisen- 
hower had a friendly talk with 
his understudy, Vice-President 
Nixon, in which he sketched 
some of his hopes and ambitions 
for the future. White House 
friends say the talk was most 
significant. 


The President knew then that, 
despite some of the earlier fears 
of his associates, he was certain 
to be re-elected. So he outlined 
to Nixon his plans to rebuild the 
Republican Party in his own 
image, Part of what he told 
Nixon he later told the televi- 
sion audience when he made his 
brief election speech and out- 
lined his plans for modern re- 
publicanism, 


Nixon, of course, has belong- 
ed to the opposite wing of the 
GOP, When in the Senate he 
voted against practically all the 
Roosevelt-Truman measures 
which Eisenhower has largely 
embraced. Nixon’s yoting rec- 
ord shows that he opposed re- 
ciprocal trade, whereas Eisen- 
hower has stanchly supported 
it. Nixon opposed foreign aid, 
whereas Eisenhower has pushed 
it personally. Nixon also voted 
to reduce school lunches, crop 
insurance, ,ysocial security and 
the scope of minimum wages. 
Ike’s program has been just the 
opposite. 

One reason why the conserva- 
tive wing of the GOP demanded 
Nixon on the ticket was because 
of his vigorous record of oppos- 
ing so-called new deal measures. 

In this pre-election talk with 
Eisenhower, however, White 
House friends say that Nixon 
pledged his support to Ike’s 
dreams for a modern Republi- 
can Party. White House ad- 
visers also say that the “new 
Nixon” who followed the “high 
road” during the campaign, 
will continue to be the “new 
Nixon.”

Ike to Lose 4 Cabinet Chiefs 

It looks as if President Eisen- 
hower would have four vacan- 
cies to fill in his new Cabinet. 
He will fill some of them with 
great regret. 


The four who want to retire 
to private life are John Foster 
Dulles, Secretary of State: 
George Humphrey, Secretary of 
the Treasury; Charles E. Wil- 
son, Secretary of Defense; and 
Marion Folsom, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 

Of these, the man Eisenhow- 
er will miss most is Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey. On 
economic matters he has been 
the dominant voice in the Cabi- 


net. His views, far more than 
those of Secretary of Commerce 
Sinclair Weeks, have prevailed. 
Eisenhower has also leaned on 


-Humphrey regarding most ma- 


jor policy, including defense. 
One of his frequent statements, 
when asked about an important 


decision, is: “Let’s see what 
George thinks of that.” 
However, Humphrey, who 


originally planned to stay only 
two year's, has now stayed four. 
He feels the time has come to 
return to private business, and 
although he won't retire im- 
mediately, he hopes to do so 
sometime in 1957, 


Secretary Folsom, who has 
greatly improved Mrs. Hobby’s 
administration of health, educa- 
tion and welfare, is in much 
the same boat, He wants to go 
back to private life, and the 
President will have a hard time 
changing his mind. 

Charlie Wilson, whose tongue 
has wagged the Administration 
onto many hot spots, also wants 


to get out, Ike has developed 
a genuine affection for the 
warmhearted but sometimes 


bumbling Secretary of Defense. 
He will be missed personally, 
but not professionally. 


Weinberg Helps Pick ‘Em 

Secretary Dulles is in a cate- 
gory of his own. He passed up 
the offer of an appointment to 
the Supreme Court this fall, 
preferring his work in the State 
Department. However, regard- 
less of his illness, which is se- 
rious, White House advisers 
have had misgivings about his 
continuation as Secretary of 
State. They feel that the breach 
between our old allies, France 
and Britain, over Suez reached 
a point where a new man should 
pilot the foreign policy of the 
United States, 


Possible successors to Dulles 
include Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Ambassador to the United Na- 
tions who rates high with Ike; 
ex-Gov. Tom Dewey, one of 
Ike’s closest political advisers; 
and John J. McCloy, former As- 
sistant Secretary of War, High 
Commissioner to Germany, and 
now head of the Chase Bank. 

Note—Sidney Weinberg, the 
Presidential adviser who has 
helped pick more cabinet mem- 
bers for Ike and put more mili- 
tary men in key business jobs, 
has already been working on 
cabinet replacements. It Was 
Weinberg who picked Humph- 
rey for the Treasury and Wilson 
for the Defense Department. He 
operates through his close 
friend, Gen, Lucius Clay, whom 
he made head of Continental 
Can. Clay formed a fast friend- 
ship with the President when 
they served in the Army togeth- 


er.

Seven-Five-Three 


Japanese children are feted 
when they reach the ages of 
seven, five and three because 
those ages mark a signal devel- 
opment in body and mind. The 
present shichigosan (7, 5, 3) 
fete observed generally on Nov. 
15 is believed to have started 
at Yedo in the Tokugawa Era, 
and consequently is very elab- 
orately held in the Kanto dis- 
trict. 


But originally the fete of 
wearing the first ceremonial 
hakama or skirt was held at the 
age of three, as early as in the 
Heian Era (782-1184). In those 
early days, it was held on any 
good day in November or some- 
times on Jan. 1. It was also the 
day when the child was given 
fish meat for the first time. 

A’similar fete came to be held 
for boys at the third, fifth and 
seventh years, and for girls at 
their fifth and seventh. At first 
all these children’s fetes were 
held by the nobles alone. It 
was only in the Tokugawa Era 
that commoners began to fol- 
low the example, 


In the old days, the shichigo- 
san fete was held at home, in 


appreciation of and thanks for 


the healthy growth of children. 
As it came to be popularily ob- 
served, the custom of visiting 
local shrines and receiving the 
blessing of the guardian deity 
developed. 


Parents try to dress up their 
children in the best possible 
dresses for the occasion in 
making the visit to the shrine. 
At home, friends and relatives 
are invited to a banquet, At 
the shrine it has become cus- 
tomary to purchase chitose-ame 
(long life sweets) in long en- 
velopes, and distribute them 
among neighbors and friends. 


The popularity of the shichi- 
gosan fete is also due to the 
fact that seven, five and three 
are lucky, positive numbers. 
This combination of numbers is 
used’ on all happy occasions. 
Shimenawa or holy rope seen 
at shrine entrances are made of 
three, five and seven strands of 
straw. Thus it is often written 
in Chinese characters as “seven- 
five-three rope.” Shimenawa is 
a mark signifving that no evil 
is allowed to pass it.

Behind the Blood Bath

WASHINGTON—It is not 
really surprising that the So 
viet rulers have at length 
decided to crush Hungary by 
brute force.’ It is only surpris- 
ing that. they took so long to 


decide to do so. 


In the past, the Kremlin's 
response to any internal chal- 
lenge to its power has been an 
instinctive, automatic and im- 
mediate resort to force. But :n 
Hungary, and in Poland, too, 
the Soviets for a long time 
vacillated between trying to 
please and placate the opposi- 
tion and drowning it in a blood 
bath. 

The fact that the Kremlin has 
now settled for the blood bath 
does not make the long period 
of indecision less _ significant. 
For the reasons for the inde- 
cision, as interpreted by the 
best judges, tell a lot about the 
realities of the Soviet situation. 

There is not the slightest 
doubt that both the ferocitv 
and the effectiveness of the 
Polish and especially the Hun- 


garian resistance genuinely 
amazed the Russian rulers. In 
this absolutely unexpected 


Situation, the “committee sys- 
tem” in the Kremlin, which 
had worked well enough be- 
fore, began to display the inde- 
cision and internal division 
which are characteristic of 
committee systems. The  ex- 
perts, while they lack solid 
evidence, have no doubt at all 
that a fierce internal conflict 


has developed within the 
Kremlin’s ‘collective  leader- 
ship.” 
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But the meaning of the Krem- 
lin’s semiparalysis goes deeper 
than that. It is directly related 
to the two continuing internal 
crises which have been going 
on in the Soviet Union since the 
war. One is an agricultural 
crisis, 

The nature of the agricultural 
crisis can be quickly understood 
in terms of the following simple 
fact: fifty-four million people on 
the Soviet collectives produce 
only 70 per cent of the agricul- 
tural output of the eight million 
people on American farms. And 
this 74 per cent must feed al- 
most 30 per cent more people. 

The vast over-investment in 
manpower on the collectives in 
turn contributes to the man- 
power crisis. For under the So- 
viet system, there simply are not 
enough people to man the col- 
lectives and the Red Army, and 
at the same time to maintain 


the continual expansion of So- 
viet industry which is the cen- 
tral object of Soviet internal 
policy. 

The manpower crisis, more- 
over, is now about to enter an 
acute phase. For the “shadow 
classes,” the generation born in 
the war years, are now matur- 
ing. And the war, by death and 


starvation, cut the birth rate ¢* 


of the “shadow classes” by more 
than half. Thus by 1958 or 1959 
the Soviet manpower problem 
will be really desperate. 

Facts like these, rather than 
any new-found idealism, explain 
both the regime’s decision to cut 
down on military manpower 
and to adopt a “liberalization” 
policy toward the _ satellites. 
“Liberalization” was designed to 
permit a partial dismantling of 
the vast satellite apparatus of 
direct, imperial control, thus 
freeing manpower for industry. 

Yet now that the liberaliza- 
tion policy has backfired so/ ex- 
plosively, the Soviet leaders are 
impaled on the horns of a ter-. 
rible dilemma. For a policy of 
ruthless repression means , an 
enormous increase in the appa- 
ratus of control, including the 
Red Army, the precise opposite 
of what the hard facts of the 
Soviet situation require. 
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It would also mean that the 
delicate balance between the 
three main centers of Soviet 
power—the party, the bureau- 
cracy, and the military—would 
be upset in favor of the mili- 
tary. This is another reason” 
why the Kremlin’s collective 
leadership has been so reluctant 
to order Marshal Zhukov’s 
troops to drown the Satellite re- 
sistance in a blood bath. For the 
backwash of the blood bath 
might reach back to the men in’ 
the Kremlin themselves, destroy- 
ing the collective leadership 
and replacing it with a military 
dictatorship. 

Altogether, the satellite re- 
sistance, above all the fierce and 


wonderful courage of the Hun- /” 
garian people, has basically al- /- 
tered the world situation, In a/ 


way that it has not been altered 

even by the“4nvasion of , Egypt. 

This basic_change in the world 

situation calls for a basic re-. 
shaping of Western policy. But 

fortunately for the Soviets, the 

paralyzing crisis which faces 

them has been matched by an 

equally paralyzing crisis in the 

West.

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The World and Hungary

‘WASHINGTON — Events in 
Hungary have aroused intense 
response in all parts of the 
world. Even in Asia, which is 
geographically and culturally 
different from Europe, the use 
of Soviet tanks and planes to 
shoot down Hungarian patriots 
many of them unarmed and 
many of them women and chil- 
dren, has been condemned as 
brutal and indefensible, 

The Government of Indonesia 
which has endeavored to follow 
a neutralist policy on Nov. 8 is- 
sued a sharp condemnation of 
the involvement of Soviet troops 
in Hungary. Such occurrences 
said the Indonesian Government 
statement is not in accord with 
the spirit and principles of the 
Asian-African conference at 
Bandung. 

The statement called for an 
end to further bloodshed and for 
allowing the Hungarian people 
to determine the nature and 
structure of their own national 
government. Indonesia, of 
course, was not the only Asian 


government to denounce the 
massive Soviet intervention 
against Hungarian freedom 
fighters. The republics of Viet- 


nam and Nationalist China pro- 
tested the Sovict action in eyen 
stronger terms. 

And the Republic of Korea be- 
gan to raise money for food, 
and other aid for 
Hungarian refugees. In India, 
Prime Minister Nehru saw the 
developments in Hungary as an 
example of human dignity and 
freedom outraged, and the force 
of modern arms used to sup- 
press the people and to gain 
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political objectives, 


Not only governments and the 
peoples, but the press through- 
out Asia, in all the countries 
mentioned and also in Japan, 
Cevlon and Pakistan, have come 
out with almost a-single voice 
in protest against the baldly im- 
perialistic action of the Soviet 
Government. 


However, among these Asian 
voices one stood out distinct 
from all the rest. That was the 
voice of Chinese communism, 
An editorial jn the official Pei- 
ping newspaper People’s Daily 
endorsed completely Soviet viola- 
tion of Hungarian national in- 
dependence. Here are its words: 


The stand of the Soviet Union 
toward the Hungarian events 
has been the just stand of prole- 
tarian internationalism. This 
is a sentence which is worth 
some attention, for it reveals 
perhaps more transparently than 
anything else said by the Chi- 
nese Communist leaders the cyni- 
cal meaning they give to their 
repeated pledges of noninter- 
ference in the affairs of other 
nations, 


For if the bold and brutal So- 
viet intervention in Hungary 
against the protests of the Hun- 
garian people and the Hungar- 
jan Government is no more than 
a just stand of proletarian inter- 
nationalism would not a similar 
intervention of Chinese Commu- 
nists in the affairs of one or 
more of its Asian neighbors be 
justified on the same grounds? 

In other words, if the Peiping 
regime decided to send troops 
and tanks beyond its own bor- 
ders, it could justify such im- 
perialist action by the same rea- 
soning by which it justified So- 
viet intervention in Hungary. 
Thus the tragic events in Hun- 
gary have served to expose the 


pattern of Communist cynicism, ° 


not only in Moscow, but in Pei- 
ping as well. 


The endorsement of Soviet 
imperialism in Hungary by the. 
Communist official organ Peo- 
ple’s Daily merits the attention 
of all Asian peoples, for it re- 
veals most clearly in which 
direction lies the danger to their 
own national independence and 
territorial integrity.
